Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  District  during  1064. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  population  is  16,620  and  there  were  284 
live  births  and  3 still  births  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  2o.3  com- 
pared with  18.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  com- 
pared with  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  nothing  unusual  in  the  list  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  but  the  change  in  emphasis  over  the  years  is  shown  by 
the  eight  deaths  from  motor  and  other  accidents  compared  with 
the  absence  of  any  deaths  from  infectious  diseases. 


Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  Measles  (41)  and  Whooping  Cough  (22)  there 
were  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases.  The  proposed  controlled 
trial  of  measles  vaccine  has  commenced  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
vaccine  or  combination  of  vaccines  will  be  available  for  general 
use  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  It  has  often  been  said  that 
measles  is  one  of  the  experiences  of  growing  up,  and  that  nothing 
could  or  should  be  done  about  it.  However,  a survey  completed 
during  the  year  showed  that  the  complications  of  measles  even 
in  this  country  are  not  negligible  and  in  overseas  countries  a 
measles  epidemic  can  have  catastrophic  results. 

The  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  focussed  public  attention 
on  the  need  for  adequate  food  hygiene  to  be  practised  by  all 
those  who  take  any  part  in  the  handling  of  food.  The  reper- 
cussions of  the  outbreak  were  felt  in  this  district  by  the  necessity 
of  the  Public  Health  Staff  checking  all  shops  for  the  suspected 
tins  of  corned  beef.  A further  check  was  also  made  this  year 
for  tins  of  imported  Chinese  frozen  eggs  which  are  used  in 
certain  bakeries  and  catering  establishments  for  artificial  cream 
and  decorations.  Fortunately  the  Ministry  have  now  introduced 
regulations  which  require  such  material  to  be  pasteurised  before 
use.  These  eggs  have  been  the  source  of  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  in  different  places  for  several  years. 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


These  services  have  continued  as  in  previous  years  by 
the  General  Practitioners  and  the  County  Council  s Medical  Start. 
Their  importance  cannot  be  over  emphasised.  Cases  of  Diph- 
theria, Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  still  occur  up  and 
down  the  country,  and  it  is  generally  found  that  the  overall  level 
of  the  immune  population  has  fallen  to  a very  low  level.  In 
this  area  the  percentage  of  children  protected  is  over  80%  and 
efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  it  and  also  to  ensure  that  the 
necessary  booster  doses  are  being  carried  out. 


Environmental  Hygiene 

This  has  been  fully  covered  by  the  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector.  Progress  in  Housing  Improvements  continues 
but  there  are  probably  still  about  30%  of  the  houses  in  the 
district  without  the  basic  essentials  of  a water  closet,  hot  water 
tap  and  a fixed  bath.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Report  oi  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  eighteenth  Annual 
Report  which  gives  details  of  the  services  provided  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year,  19(34. 

The  Report  follows  the  customary  pattern  in  giving 
statistical  details  required  by  various  statutory  provisions,  ex- 
planatory comment  to  assist  in  appreciating  the  figures,  is  given 
under  the  respective  subject  headings,  but  there  are  some  matters 
which  warrant  comment  in  this  introduction. 

Although  the  work  oi  the  Department  has  greatly  increased 
consequent  upon  new  legislation  and  the  provision  of  mains 
water  supplies  and  public  sewerage,  the  Council’s  services  for 
which  my  Department  is  responsible  were  provided  efficiently 
for  maintaining  and  raising  the  environmental  public  health 
standards  in  the  district. 

Food 

Duties  in  connection  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  ot 
food  supplies  again  occupied  a very  appreciable  proportion  of 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors’  time.  The  standard  of  hygiene 
on  the  whole  was  satisfactory,  and  no~seri'ous  contraventions  were 
observed  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  unsound  food  volun- 
tarily surrendered  was  about  average.  100%  meat  inspection 
continued  to  be  carried  out,  and  this  involved  inspections  being 
made  during  evenings.  The  statutory  requirement  for  meat  to 
be  inspected  and  marked  after  being  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption,  helps  to  ensure  that  only  such  meat  is  exposed  for 
sale,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  stamp  thereon  gives  the 
public  visible  evidence  of  its  fitness. 

Water 

Routine  sampling  of  water  supplies  confirmed  the  4 public 
mains  supplies  and  4 private  mains  supplies  to  be  satisfactory 
both  chemically  and  bacteriologically,  and  this  involved  the 
taking  of  39  samples.  The  detailed  typical  analyses  given  on 
page  I I are  of  interest. 

Air  Pollution 

This  is  a subject  of  major  importance  which  has  only 
been  given  progressively  more  attention  in  recent  years. 

Housing 

Housing  in  its  many  aspects  took  priority  in  the  work  ol 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  routine  repair  and  improve- 
ment of  houses  proceeded  reasonably  satisfactorily,  and  the  Slum 
( learance  Schemes  and  the  Improvement  Grants  Schemes  also 
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maintained  steady  progress.  These  have  all  continued  to  con 
tribute  to  the  steadily  improving  social  conditions  in  the  district. 
The  new  compulsory  powers  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings 
with  grant  aid,  introduced  by  the  Housing  Act,  1904,  were  not 
implemented.  The  number  of  condemned  unfit  houses  which 
have  continued  to  be  occupied  is  still  high  (156),  and  there  is  a 
need  to  secure  the  more  rapid  vacation  and  the  reconditioning 
or  demolition  of  such  houses  by  increasing  the  rate  of  rehousing. 

Factories  and  Workplaces 

Duties  in  connection  with  Factories,  Outworkers,  etc.,  did 
not  receive  the  time  and  attention  they  merit,  but  no  serious 
defects  at  these  premises  were  notified  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  or  by  private  complainants. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  which  came 
into  operation  during  the  year,  made  provision  for  ensuring  that 
persons  employed  in  these  premises  enjoy  rhe  same  protection  to 
their  health,  safety  and  welfare  as  has  been  enjoyed  by  factory 
workers  for  many  years. 

W aste  Matters 

Public  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  and  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  were  included  in  the  duties  of  your  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  I he  provision  ol  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  throughout  the  District  in  accordance  with  the  Council  s 
post-war  priority  programme  proceeded  satisfactorily,  and  the  one 
tillage  scheme  completed  during  the  year  brought  the  post-war 
total  up  to  11. 

Drainage  duties  closely  followed  housing  in  priority  in 
the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  have  increased 
considerably  with  the  availability  of  main  water  supplies  and 
public  sewerage  facilities. 

No  alteration  in  the  public  cleansing  service  took  place 
during  the  year. 

Miscellaneous 

Complaints  and  investigations  of  the  various  nuisances  from 
noise,  effluvia,  keeping  of  animals  and  poultry,  etc.,  were  about 
average,  as  were  also  rodent  and  insect  pest  infestations. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  tor  their  continued 
interest  and  support,  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  fellow  Council  Officers,  and  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
willing  and  loyal  work  of  my  staff.

(c)  Meat  Inspection  at  Slaughterhouses 


One  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  by  the  Council  and  used  by  two 
local  butchers  during  the  year.  Slaughtering  was  carried  out  on  two  days 
and  one  evening  iper  week.  This  regular  slaughtering  of  animals  at  fixed 
times  on  fixed  days  was  approved  by  the  Council. 

Aid  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  were  inspected  in  accordance 
with  statutory  requirements  for  fitness  of  the  meat  and  offatl  for  human 
consumption  and,  if  passed,  marked  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse. 

Charges  for  meat  inspection  of  2/6  per  bovine  animal  or  horse. 
9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and  6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat  remained  in  force.

No  special  examinations  of  whole  stocks  or  consignments  of  food 
were  necessary  during  the  year. 


fe)  Milk  and  Dairies 

The  Council  remained  responsible  for  the  registration  of  dairies 
other  than  dairy  farms  and  of  distributors,  and  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture. Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  supervision  of  dairy  farms.  Dealers’ 
licences  were  granted  by  the  Essex  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  and  permitted  sales  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  area  of 
the  licensing  authority. 

Bacteriological  milk  sampling  and  also  routine  sampling  for 
biological  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus  was  carried 
out  by  the  Essex  County  Council.  Two  herds  with  brucella  abortus  were 
notified  by  the  County  Council  and  49  individual  samples  for  biological 
examination  were  taken  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  identify 
the  animals  concerned.  Two  samples  of  goats  milk  were  also  taken 
for  biological  examination  to  ensure  that  the  supply  was  suitable  for 
children. 

The  4 registered  dairy  premises  were  all  visited  during  the  year.

(f)  Ice  Cream 


There  were  no  premises  in  District  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream,  but  63  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream. 

No  samples  of  ice  cream  and  ice  follies  were  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  on  account  of  inability  to  obtain  supplies  of  refrigerant 
locally. 


(g)  General 

Only  four  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  unlit 
food,  food  handlers’  unhygienic  practices  or  uncleanly  food  premises,  as

In  each  case  detained  investigations  were  carried  out  and  appropriate 
informal  action  taken.  There  is,  however,  a well  known  marked  reticence 
on  the  part  of  the  public  generally  in  making  official  complaints  regarding 
these  matters. 

No  prosecutions  regarding  food  or  food  premises  were  instituted 
during  the  year. 

In  June,  following  the  outbreak  of  a Typhoid  Fever  epidemic  in 
Aberdeen  which  was  thought  to  be  associated  with  61b.  tins  of  corned 
beef  and  tongue  bearing  certain  identifying  marks,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
suggested  that  all  shops  and  feeding  establishments  using  such  tins  should 
be  checked  and  that  where  any  tins  of  the  particular  type  were  found  they 
Should  be  withdrawn  as  a precautionary  measure. 

All  such  premises  throughout  the  District  were  visited  but  relatively 
few  were  found  to  use  these  large  tins.  Of  those  that  did,  none  had  any 
of  the  type  suspected.  The  investigation  necessitated  the  visiting  of  89 
shops  and  catering  establishments  over  a period  of  only  a day  and  a half. 

The  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  were  responsible 
for  the  taking  of  samples  for  chemical  analysis  of  food  and  drugs,  milk, 
ice  cream,  etc.,  but  details  of  such  sampling  were  not  notified  to  the 
Rural  District  Council. 


2.  WATER 

l he  water  supply  of  the  area  was  satisfactory  both  in  respect  of. 
quality  and  quantity,  although  during  the  summer  it  was  necessary  to 
restrict  the  use  of  water  for  gardens,  washing  cars,  etc.  The  Council's 
own  District  Water  Scheme  borewell  supply  was  chlorinated  and  softened, 
and  none  of  the  pubic  mains  supplies  had  a plumho-solvent  action. 

The  water  consumption  in  the  District  from  public  piped  mains 
supplies  was  estimated  to  be^  34.6  gallons  per  head  per  day.  This  is  based

Water  mains  extensions  in  the  parishes  of  Bulmer,  Foxearth,  Gos- 
lield,  Great  Maplestead.  Middleton  and  Sible  Hedktgham  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  in  the  parish  of  Colne  Engaine  a length  of  old 
inadequate  iron  main  was  replaced  and  extended. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  proposals  had  been  approved  by  the 
Council  for  improving  the  supply  in  the  Colne  Enigaine  and  EarLs  Colne 
areas  by  the  construction  of  a reservoir  and  the  laying  of  larger  mains, 
and  in  the  Steeple  Bumpstead  area  by  the  laying  of  a larger  main  and 
the  provision  of  an  automatic  booster. 

As  a routine  procedure  samples  of  the  District  Water  Scheme  supply 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  laboratory  examination  monthly,  and 
samples  of  all  other  mains  water  supplies  quarterly.  The  District  Water 
-Scheme  samples  inoluded  some  of  the  raw  water  direct  from  the  borewell. 
Samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  also  taken. 

During  the  year  520  premises  were  connected  to  the  water  mains 
and  the  following  work  was  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors:

(h)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963,  which  made 
provision  for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  people  employed  in  these 
prem  scs,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964. 

Employers  were  required  to  register  premises  by  1st  August  but  in 
spilo  of  extensive  national  and  local  publicity  only  about  half  of  the  pre- 
mises covered  by  the  Act  had  been  registered  by  the  end  of  the  year.  No 
accidents  were  reported  and  no  applications  received  for  exemption  from 
the  provisions  relating  to  room  space  for  employees,  temperature,  sanitary 
conven  ences  and  running  water  supply  to  washing  facilities.

6.  WASTE  MATTERS 

(a)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Public  Sewerage!  and  Sewage  Disposal  was  part  of  the  duties  of  your 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Comprehensive  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  served  12 
parishes  (Birdbrook  (Baythorn  End).  Bures  Hamlet,  Castle  Hedingham, 
Colne  Engaine,  Earls  Colne,  Gosfield,  Great  Yeldham,  Halstead  Rural 
(Greenstead  Green),  Pebmarsh,  Sible  Hedingham,  Steeple  Bumpstead  and 
Toppesficld).  1 parish  (Foxearth)  had  public  sewerage  facilities  which  were 
inadequate.  In  addition  7 small  public  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works 
for  Council  houses  and  nearby1  private  properties  served  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Bulmer,  Gestingthorpe,  Great  Maplestead,  Helions  Bumpstead. 
Little  Yeldham,  Sible  Hedingham  and  Wickham  St.  Paul. 

Constructional  work  on  the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Colne  Engaine 
was  completed,  and  the  scheme  was  available  to  receive  connections  from 
July,  when  work  commenced  on  the  extension  of  the  Green  Farm  sewage 
disposal  works,  Earls  Colne,  to  which  the  seweirs  discharged.  Constructional 
work  on  a new  scheme  for  Ridgewell  commenced  in  April,  and  was  well 
advanced  and  expected1  to  be  available  for  connections  eairlv  in  1965.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  Foxearth  was  awaiting  M inistry  approval,  and  the  scheme  for 
extensions  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  serving  Earls  Colne  and  part  of 
White  Colne  had  been  prepared.  Schemes  for  Belchamp  St.  Paul,  Sturmer 
and  extensions  to  Gosfield  and  Sible  Hedingham  were  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 

The  parishes  of  Belchamp  Walter,  Birdbrook  (The  Street),  Bulmer 
(The  Street),  _ Helions  Bumpstead  and  improvements  at  Steeple  Bumpstead 
had  been  given  priority  regarding  their  need  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes  in  the  near  future,  as  also  had  minor  remedial  works  at 
Stambourne  (Chapelend  Way)  and  Tilbury  Juxta  Clare.  Schemes  for  Ashen 
Gestingthorpe.  Great  Maplestead.  and  Wickham  St.  Paul  were  scheduled 
lor  survey  and  report. 

17  inspections  were  made  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  public 
sewers  and1  sewer  ditches  following  complaints,  and  certain  unsatisfactory 
conditions  such  as  blockages,  need  of  cleansing,  etc.,  were  remedied. 
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(b)  Drainage 

Drainage  was  pari  ol  i he  duties  of  youi  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
Due  to  the  recent  availability  of  mains  water  supply  and  public  sewerage 
facilities,  with  the  consequent  desire  for  modern  sanitary  fittings  in  houses 
and  most  other  premises,  these  duties  had  again  to  take  much  priority  in 
the  Department's  work. 

There  was  no  scheme  operated  by  the  Council  for  emptying  cess- 
pools or  sewage  tanks  in  the  District  (except  at  Council  houses),  and 
householders  made  the  r own  arrangements  with  private  contractors.

(cl)  Refuse  Storage  and  Disposal 

Public  cleansing  was  part  of  the  duties  of  your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  The  Council  possessed  3 refuse  collecting  vehicles  which  removed 
house  refuse  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Refuse  was  d sposed  of  on  refuse 
dumps  at  Sible  Hedingham  and  White  Colne. 

Six  inspections  of  refuse  tips,  and  13  inspections  regarding  refuse 
accumulations  were  made.  One  informal  notice  was  served  regarding 
refuse  accumulations,  and  3 regard'ng  provision  of  dustbins. 

As  a,  result  of  informal  action  by  Public  Health  Inspectors,  two 
accumulations  of  refuse  were  removed  and  10  dustbins  provided. 

(e)  Flood  Relief 

During1 2 3 4 5 6  the  year  a scheme  for  flood  relief  at  Steeple  Bumpstead  by 
the  construct’on  of  a new'  channel  for  the  length  of  Bumpstead  Brook 
between  the  footbridge  and  Claywall  Bridge  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  with  appplicalion  for  grant  aid. 
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7.  PESTS 


(a)  Insect  Pests 

The  District  continued  to  be  comparatively  free  from  household 
insect  pest  infestations.  No  premises  were  found  with  bed  bug  infestations. 
A total  of  16  inspections  were  made  by  Publ  c Health  Inspectors  regarding 
insect  pests,  and  17  premises  were  disinfested  of  ants,  book  lice,  carpet 
beetles,  cockroaches,  fleas,  flies,  wasps,  etc.  No  major  insect  pest  infesta- 
tions occurred  at  the  CouncTs  refuse  dumps,  but  they  were  dusted  with 
insecticidal  powder  as  a routine  measure. 

(b)  Rodent  Control 

The  Counc  t operated  a rat  and  mouse  disinfestation  service  for 

occupiers  of  private  and  business  premises  on  a basis  of  repayment  of  the 
cost  of  time,  transport  and  mate  k. Is.  Poison  bait  was  also  issued  free  to 
private  householders. 

There  was  no  unduly  high  incidence  of  rat  and  mouse  infestations 
in  the  District.  The  Council's  public  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works, 
refuse  dumps,  etc.,  were  rat  disinfested  as  a routine  measure  ;n  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  requirements.
